Omaha, Neb., May 18—After spend- 


ing 10 years and sacrificing a fortune 
in a search' for his son William, who 
was led astray in his boyiood by tho 
glitter and tinsel of a circus, Gustav 
Rhea, living near Mit. Vernon, Ind., 
last week located his long-lost boy in 
the Nebraska penitentiary, condiemneJ 
Jo death tor murder. 


High political influence, eadd to in- 


clude that" of several United States 
Senators and the governor of a state, 
has been brought to-Sear to have 
young Rhea's sentenced commuted ,to 
Me imprisonment, but so bilrter and 
unrelenting is the feeHng against tne> 
murderer in the little town where he 
committed the crime .that slight hopea 
are entertained^ of saving hte life. 


The crime 'which Rhea 'is to expiate 


with his life has been exploited as one 
of the most uncalled for in the his- 
tory of the state; and only the most 
strenuous efforts on ithe part of the 
officers who had Mm and his two ac- 
complices an charge saved him from 
the, fury of a mob. 


In January, 1901, lihea and two 


tramps entered the saloon of Zaan,- at 
bnyder, Neb., and ordered the keeper 
of the place to hold np his hands. Be- 
cause he dlid not comply with the de- 
mand as quickly as Rhea thought lie 
should the youth took deliberate aim 
v.iith his revolver and fired, killing 
th'a 
inoffending German instantly. 


Rhea stood ''motionhuss for a moment 
after the fatal shot had' been fired, 
•when seeming to awake to a realiza- 
tion of the awful crime he had perpe- 
trated, he left the saloon; and', brand- 
ishing his revolver, set ouit at the top 
or his speed: in an attempt to malce 
his escape.

A posse wais speedily organized, and, 
.setting out in pursuit of the murderer, 
overtook him and brought him back 
to town. Meantime a mob had formed 
and threats. of lynching were freely 
r-ade, but the officers' contrived to get 
Khea and his two accomplices behind 
the bars before the mob could1 get at 
them. 


The story of Rhea's life is singular- 


ly pitiful. 
It is the story of the life 


of a prodigal sonr—a prodigal, however, 
so young when he left the shelter of 
Ijis father's home and w-ent forth 
alon.s in .the world that toa was easily 
influenced by the dissolute characters 
among whom 'he fell, and with a spirit 
too proud to reiturn which he felt he 
.^ad disgraced. 


Rhea's father, 
who came 
many 


5 ears ago to this country a German 
exile, wears the bronze badge of a 
veteran of the civil war and enjoys 
the respect and esteem of the commu- 
nity in which he has long lived and in 


(than 12 years of age, was completely 
carried away by the gorgeousnesa of 
the ehow. 
That night, while hi's fath- 


er slept, he packed up his belongings 
and stole out of the house. 


All through the years tie old" father 


back in Indiana was diligently search- 
ing for .the lost boy. Communication 
was (established w,ith the police of 
rearly every town and city of any im- 
portance in- the country, and the lad's 
photograph was scattered broadcast. A 
systematic search for him was prose- 
cuted all over the Middle and Western 
states, but to no purpose. By and by 
private detectives were engaged by the 
sorrow-stricken fanher, and year after 
year the hopeless hunt went on, with 
the discovery of nothing save new and 
then a possible clue which came to 
naught. Gradually his fortune dwin- 
dled away and the-end was well nigh 
in eight when one day the father re- 
ceived a letter in a strange hand and 
bearing the postmark of an unfamiliar 
town. 
lit was from the boy's lawyer 


and contained the news of Ms awful 
fate. Like a pestilential stroke it fell 
iipon the grief-stricken and almost 
brok'en-hearted father and well-nigh 
overwhelmed him with its (horror. The 
lotter contained .the first word he had 
cf 'his son since his disappearance ten 
-leng years ago. 


Young Rhiea Iiadi resolutely refused 


if divulge the identity of his family 
for months after Ms arrest, desiring to 
shield his .flatteer from the disgrace 
v.iuich he felt would attach to his name 
should the story of his son's shame be- 
come known. But onte day he.told his 
lew-yer in confidence the whole-iuiatory 
c! 'tis life, and the latter at once sat 
down and wrote the father.

While discussing the subject of sena- 


torial indorsements in general, sug- 
gested by the call ol the state central 
committee this year, it is useless to 
ignore the fact that great many Demo- 
crats in Ohio are opposed to any such 
indorsement whatever. There are two 
bides to this question, each of which 
deserves unprejudiced 
consideration. 


In foebalf of senatorial nominations by 
state conventions it is true that they 
are calculated in a very great degree 
to minimize the chances of corruption 
in state legislatives. It is also held 
that nominations thus made come 
more directly from the people than 
when the senatorial question is left 
exclusively to the legislature. 
This, 


however, is not so easy to prove, for 
in order to prove it it must be first 
demonstrated that a state convention 
is a more representative body than the 
general assembly. There is no doubt 
however, that the popular 
tendency 


nowadays is more toward the nomina- 
tion of senator than ever before on the 
ground that this is the only popular 
method available in the absence of 
their election by direct vote of the peo- 
ple. 


On the other hand it should not be 


forgotten that 
party enthusiasm in 


the campaign is best awakened by hav- 
ing a considerable number of worthy 
candidates present themselves for any 
important office. Where there are nu- 
merous candidates lor United States 
senator in the Democratic party it 
must necessarily follow that there will 
be a general effort among the friendb 
of all of theyi to elect a Democratic 
legislature. Many close observers of 
politics in both parties feel assured 
that this is the method mopt f^-'inHve 
to victory for a minority party to pur- 
sue. 


The whole question will be thorough- 


ly aired before the next state conven- 
tion takes action. Both sides will 
have a free hearing, and, although the 
state committee 
has embodied the 


nomination of a senator in its call, the 
opponents of that system will vigor- 
ously hold, and with all parlimentary 
procedure in their tavor, that neither 
a convention nor a committee can 
bind a subsequent convention to any 
act which it may not deem fit to make 
a part of its proceedings. Whether a 
senator is nominated or not by the 
Democrats of Ohio this year, it will 
not be accomplished without protest 
from the conservative element of the 
party.

York, for it was a X<-w i'ork engineer 
who first penetrated the wilds of Man- 
churia to meet the Unssian engineers 
surveying the railroiul and to secure 
for America the contracts for construc- 
tion material and equipment, says the 
New York Tribune. He was M. Sergey 
Friede, a young engiw-r, who, in 1895, 
learning of Russia's intention to build 
railroads in Manchuria, determined to 
explore the laud in advance of all ri- 
vals, and even the Un^iaii engineers 
themselves, and to await their arrival 
in central Manchuria to com ince them 
that America could supply more cheap- 
ly than could any other nation the ma- 
terials and supplies Russia needed for 
the development of her new acquisi- 
tion. 
So successful was Mr. Friede 


that he soon began cabling orders home 
for the construction material and equip- 
ment necessary for the building of the 
new railway, and as the road advanced 
and Russia poured in a new population 
and built cities to hou<=e the newcomers 
it was necessary to biing other Amer- 
icans to Manchuria to establish branch 
offices in these growing Russian cities, 
until now there is a considerable Yan- 
kee colony in that part of Asia. 


"Knowing Manchuiia as I do," said 


Mr. Friede, "from the pioneer days 
of 1S96, when I crossed it alone at the 
peril of my life in tiny native wagons 
along trails that could never be called 
•oads, until I saw the country trans- 
'orrned by the expenditure of Russia's 
nillions, cities springing up in waste 
places, railways racing across inoun- 
nins and plains more rapidly than had 
ever railways been built before, and 
:lie whole land brought under the civ- 
lizing influence of the American loco- 
motive and the Yankee electric light, 


cannot but feel that the time has 


come for Americans to look at Man- 
churia with our own eyes and not ns 
we have always done—through British 
glasses. 
Russia, with America's aid, 


las made it what it is. We are the 
nearest to Russia's possessions in the 
'ar east, and will always be the ones to 
receive the greatest benefit by Russia's 
prodigal expenditures. She has built 
lier railroads to 'develop trade, not 
stifle it; she gladly bays o«r flour mills 
to grind wheat grown in Manchuria; 
pays hundred of thousands of Man- 
hurians wages that enable them to 
buy our cottons, and induces merchants 
of all nations to settle in the cities she 
builds along the line of the railway. 
In our first flush of excitement we 
must not forget that, if we urge her 
to •withdraw, under Chinese rule our 
merchants would not be permitted to 
remain for a moment except in the 
open ports of which we ask for two, 
one of which, Mukden, the capital, is 
a straggling city of 20,000 persons, 
hundreds of miles away from the sea- 
coast and reached only by the Russian 
railway. 


"For Russia to retire from Manchu- 


ria is unpractical. It would deprive 
American merchants and manufactur- 
ers of millions annually and would 
mean that the country would relapse 
into barbarism and the hundreds of 
millions Russia has expended would be 
lost to her, for the Manchurians still 
successfully waylay travelers and even 
wreck trains, so that it is necessary to 
guard the railway for almost its entire 
length. Americans are welcomed in 
Manchuria, the Russians taking up ea- | 
gerly our new inventions in labor sav- 
ing devices; in fact it was the adoption 
of one of these, the American steam 
rock drill, that brought about the first 
strike known in Russian Asia. I had 
induced the engineers to order a sam- 
ple lot, and on their arrival we started 
them to work. The Manchurians, who 
had been accustomed to chipping away 
the rocks and bowlders by band, sul- 
lenly watched the Yankee machines 
thumping away, guided by invisible 
hands, and then at the touch of a but- 
ton the charge of dynamite sent the 
bowlders flying in every direction. It 
was more than they could comprehend, 
so they threw down their tools, refus- 
ing to work with the white man's spirit 
devils. The engineers were annoyed; 
but thoroughly convinced that they 
could complete the railway perhaps 
years in advance of the time hoped for 
by use of the American steam rock 
drill, they refused to give way, the 
Manchurinns returned sullenly to work 
and from that day to this Russia in the 
far east has looked to us to help her 
out of many difficulties. The Manchu- 
rians shortly after became involved in 
the Boxer outbreak, and many foreign- 
ers were imprisoned in the little Rus- 
sian cities already springing up, the 
rails were torn up and the wooden 
bridges were burned by the Boxers. 


"Nor are the exciting times yet over. 


I have representatives in all the larger 
cities of Manchuria, despite the faci 
that there are no open ports there, but 
I would not yet care to cross the conn- 
try without the protection of Russian 
authority. There are 20.000,000 Man- 
churians in the 400,000 square miles of 
Manchurian territory. The industrious 
of these prefer Russian rule, and the 
Chinese merchants pour in from be- 
yond Pel<ng to escape the mandarins, 
who are permitted to pillage them at 
will in every other part of the empire. 
Hut there is an immense lawless ele- 
ment that it will take nil Russia's mili- 
tary strength in Manchuria to subdue, 


and it is on the natives she depends for 
the work of draining extensive areas, 
reclaiming waste lands and building 
towns for the incoming white popula- 
tion. Convicts are no longer sent to 
Siberia. 
It costs* more to feed and 


house them than to hire the Manchuri- 
ans. 
Russia welcomes every one into 


Manchuria who brings an idea that 
•will aid her in the development of the 
land, but she has many difficulties to 
overcome and asks to be let alone until 
she can complete her work. Already 
she has spent within two years some 
$20,000,000 in building Dalny, the Pa- 
cific terminus of the trans-Asiatic rail- 
way, and making it ready for the com- 
merce of the world. She has raised the 
commerce of Manchuria from nothing 
tr» millions. We are the greatest gain- 
ers, aud it behooves us to aid rather 
than hinder Russia in the development 
of a rich, fertile region that without 
her boundless expenditures would be 
aa worthless to us as Korea."

GLIMPSES OF EMERSON. 


Jnlla Ward Howe's Impreitnlona of 


the Great Concord Safce. 


" Julia Ward Howe, among others, con- 
tributes her impressions of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, the famous philosopher, to 
the May Critic. Mrs. Howe's glimpse 
shows the great man, the hundredth 
anniversary of whose birth is soon to 
be celebrated, much as be would have 
looked to his valet had he had one. 


"1 first visited the Emerson house," 


she writes, ''on the occasion of an anti- 
slavery tea party given at the town 
ball in Concord, Mas?. The speakers 
on this occasion were Wendell Phillips, 
Edmund Quincy and the elder William 
Lloyd Garrison. Litter in the evening 
a few friends were entertained at the 
Emerson residence. It seemed almost 
grotesque to see its master drawing 
corks from bottles aud waiting upon 
his guests, which he seemed to do with 
right good will. His wife, stately and 
mild eyed, appeared perhaps more re- 
mote from common life thnn he did. 


"In company with the distinguished 


trio already mentioned, I had been in- 
vited to remain at the house overnight. 
Our return train did not leave until 
early afternoon, and our forenoon was 
passed in Mr. Emerson's library and 
in his delightful company. We were 
seated around a table, with our host 
at one end and Mrs. E. at the other. 
Many themes of interest were dis- 
cussed, Mrs. E. fully expressing her 
opinions, which often did not coincide 
with those of her husband. She was 
tall of stature and grave of aspect, 
dressing simply but in good taste, her 
invariable coiffure being a cap of lace 
or muslin, garnished on each side with 
a sprig of forgetmenots, whose color 
well matched that of her eyes. 


"Although simple in their style of 


living the Emerson coupje were very 
hospitable and entertained many peo- 
ple. I think that one of the husband's 
maxims was, 'Defend your mornings;' 
but, the day's*, study over, he ,did the 
honors of his table with a grace all his 
own. His beautiful voice had a nat- 
ural touch of irony in it, as when he 
once said to rne, 'Mrs. Howe, try our 
snap cake,' with an upward inflection 
Which provoked a smile."

EMIGRATION TO PALESTINE 


Jetvs Settling In Holy Land Under 


Auspices of Alliance Israelite. 


*ewish immigration to Palestine con- 


tinues ,-apaee'under tha auspices of the 
Alliance Israelite, which spends 1.000,- 
000 Irancs a year on the Hebrew colo- 
nies and schools in Turkey and other 
philanthropic societies, says the Edin- 
burgh Review. The latest phase of this 
migration, known as the Zionist rno\e- 
meiit, has for its object to revive thp 
Jewish state by purchasing Palestine 
from Turkey. 


Although the sultan is not prepared 


to grant all that Dr. Herzl demanded, 
there is sufficient ground to behove 
with Dr. Herzl that the negotiations 
will most probably at no distant time 
lead to a conclusion satisfactory to the 
sultan and the Zionists alike. 
This 


hope is strengthened by the sultan's 
attitude toward the Jc*>vs, "which in its 
benevolence contrasts curiously with 
tiic treatment meted out to his Chris- 
tian subjects. Two years ago he ap- 
pointed members of.the Hebrew com- 
munity to important posts iri the Turk- 
ish army, while he attached two more 
to his personal entourage. On another 
occasion his majesty evinced a lively in- 
terest on behalf of the same race whoso 
good repute was sullied by one of the 
blood accusations periodically brought 
against the Jews by the Christians of 
the east and caused the local authori- 
ties to take steps to prove its ground- 
lessness, thereby earning the thanks 
of the Anglo-Jewish association. 


Perhaps it is to this increasing favor 


of the Jews in the eyes of the sultan 
and the consequent fear of opposition 
to Russia's designs in Palestine that 
we must attribute a step lately taken 
by the Russian government. The min- 
ister of finance is reported to have for- 
bidden tile sale of the Jewish colonial 
trust shares in the czar's dominions, a 
step which has created great perturba- 
tion in the camp of Polish Zionists, the 
most deeply interested in the concern.

questioning. He explained America to 
herself in terms of the spiritual life, 
he set man in his true place in the 
new world, he has kept the conscience 
of the nation and established for all 
time the doctrine that the success or 
failure of the new society shall be 
measured by its se'rvice in the emanci- 
pation of the soul, the exaltation of 
man."
